PEOCEEDnfGS UNDER THE DISEASES OF 
ANIMALS ACTS. 


STATEMENT FOR THE YEAR 1902. 


1. LEGISLATION. 

Daring the year 1902 there has, happily, beea little occasion 
for supplementing the Orders under the 
Orders. Diseases of Animals Acts previously in 

force in Ireland, by the issue of further 
Orders. Only one additional general Order, entitled the Im- 
portation of Dogs (Ireland) Order of 1902. was made during 
that period.^ The obj ect of this Order, the reasons for the making 
of which will be more fully dwelt on in a subsequent section of 
this statement,* is to strengthen the safeguards against the 
possible re-introduction of Rabies into Ireland through the 
inediim of dogs from abroad. 

Including the Order above-mentioned, the total number of 
Orders in operation under the Diseases of Animals Acts in Irelaud 
on the 31st December last was twenty-nine. Twenty of these 
are of general application, and nine of a more local or restricted 
character. Of the former, eleven deal specifically with disease ; 
three with importation ; four with animal transit ; one vrith the 
appointment of Officers by Local Authorities; and one is an 
interpretation Order. A full list of these Orders will be found 
at page 34. 

2. DISEASES OE ANIMALS. 

Only certain specified maladies (though there i.s power if need 
be to add to their number) come within 
General Position as to the operation of the Diseases of Animals 

Disease during the Acts and Orders ; and in Ireland the 
Year. disea.ses thus classified are : —

Some comments on the salient points of the above statement 
may not he inappropriate. Looking first to the positive aspects 
of the retuni it will be observed ; — 

1. That Sheep .show the highest record of disease, beiiij; 
responsible for a total of 613 ovrtbrenks, all confined to one 
disease, viz., Scab Though this total is in itself far from 
being an alarming one, representing as it does about one 
outbreak for every 7,000 sheep kept in the country, it is at 
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the same time sufficiently serious to be a matter f<jr concern, 
especially as the total indicates that the outbreaks were 
OS in excess of those recorded in 1001. 

2. That the outbreaks among Srviiie have likewise been 
limited to oire disease, viz, Swine Fever ; Irut that the record 
of prevalence of the malady in thi.s case shows a substantial 
decrease — 166 outbreaks in 1902 as against 220 in 1901 . 

•3. That the aggregate of outbreaks among hor.se.s of 
Glanders or Farcy and of Parasitic Mange, Ls slightly ie.ss 
for 1902 than for 1901, but tliat the more seriou.s 
of these two maladies, Glancler.s, though represented Ijy a, 
total of only ten outbreaks, shows an increase in 1902, tlio 
record for the year preceding having- been five outbreaks. 

4. That the number of recorded outbreaks in Ireland of 
ail the .scheduled diseases has reached a total of 9o0 in 1902 
in an aggregate stock of 11,914,274 animals, a.s compared 
with 948 outbreaks among a stock of 11,839,136 animals in 
1901. 

Taken as a whole these figures indicate a very moderate degree 
of prevalence of contagious disease, so moderate indeed as 
probably to bear favourable comparison with any country po.s- 
.se.ssing a proportionate stock of animals. 

So much for the positive aspects of the foregoing table. Tl-.e 
negative, to which it is now desired to direct attention, are of no 
small importance. The table shows : — 

1. That the record for Ireland in regard to six of the 
diseases coming within the scope of the Diseases of 
Animals Acts is a blank for the entire year. These are, 
moreover, all maladies of either a specially virulent or 
calamitous type. From two of them, viz., Cattle Plague and 
Sheep Pox, the country lias been free for a very extended 
period. A third, Foot-and-Mouth Disea.se, a much dreaded 
animal scourge, though it has appeared now and then 
within recent years in some localities in Great Britain 
(cases, ill fact, occurred there as late as April, 1902), 
has been unknown in Ireland for more than eighteen 
years. From a fourth, Pleuro-Puemnonia, this country ha.s 
now enjoyed ten years of freedom, though at the com- 
uiencemeiit of the previous decade the annual record of 
outbreaks stood at 534, and many thousands of pounds had 
subsequently to be .spent before the eradication of the 
disease wa,s effected. Of the remaining two (Rabies and 
Anthrax) of the six diseases in question, this country lias had 
more recent experience, each having been represented by 
two outbreaks in 1901, the past j^ear being the first within 
recent times in which there were “Nil” returns as regard.s 
both diseases. 

2. That the yearls i-ecord of .scheduled disease shows also a 
blank iure.spect of three classes of animals, viz., Dogs, Goats, 
and Cattle. Of the.se three classes the first and second are 
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of relatively minor importance : Lut tlie reverse is tlie ease aa 
regards Cattle, which hoth in numbers and value constitute 
the principal division of this country’s live stock. It is, there- 
fore, a matter of no small gratification to be able to point to 
their present high .standard of immunity from contagious 
disease. This is not, moreover, a novel feature. In I90i the 
outbreaks among them were limited to two, and for the past 
five years the average number of Cattle Disease outbreaks 
in Ireland was only six per annum, limited to two diseases, 
Tlabies and Anthrax, Last year was a record year in the 
Irish Cattle Trade, the exports having reached a figure more 
than 130,000 in excess of those for any previous year; aud. 
whatever may be the economic causes to which this remark- 
able increase is attribiikible, there can be no doubt that a 
trade of such magnitude would not hav'e been practicable 
if confidence in the liealtluuo.ss of Iri,sh Cattle were not so 
general and so well founded. It is, therefore, not unreason- 
able to claim that the working of the Acts and Orders by 
which so high a standard of freedom from disease is main- 
tained is of the most material assistance to the Irish farmer. 

Before passing to other sections of this statement it may be 
desirable to remark here that the disease work with which the 
Veterinary Branch of the Department has to deal is by no means 
limited to actual outbreaks. For every case in which an outbreak 
is confirmed when enquired into, there are sevex-al other cases in 
which the disease proves on inve.stigation to be non-contagious; 
and although the total number of outbreaks of scheduled diseases 
for 1902 was, as already indicated, 950 only, the aggregate 
number of reports, real and supposititious, received and dealt 
with was 4,135. 


The records in regard to Sheep Scab show an increase of out-

Tiic powers conferred on the Local Auchoritie.s, with whom 
re.sfa the duty of dealing with this disease, are of considerable 
extent, and include not only authority to compel the isolation and 
detention of diseased or .suspected sheep, but also to secure (a) 
the proper treatment of the animals with a view to speedy ciu'd, 
and (b) the subsequent thorough cleansing and disinfection of the 
place of outbreak. Local Authorities can, further, if they choose, 
make regulation,® controlling the movement of slicep from in- 
fected districts ; or, if nece.ssaiy, they can also prohibit or regu- 
late the exposure of .such animals in Fairs or Markets. Another 
mea.snre, and one which the Department have strongly recom- 
mended, is the inspection by the local Yetcrinaiy In, specters of 
sheej) exposed at Fairs and Markets. 
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Thure can be no doubt tliat sustained and energetic action on 
or within these lines, if all Local Authorities would deteruhjie to 
have recourse to such, would soon have a telling effect in pre- 
venting the spread of the disease ; ljut experience seems to show 
that any general and continnous co-operation for such a purpose 
is very difficult of attainment ; and wdrile some Local Authorities 
mav he counted on to sliow a praiseworthy interest in the matter, 
there will almost inevitably be others to whom a moderate level 
of effort in combating the disease seems all that is needed. 

Another circnin, stance that militates against the effectiveness 
of the measnre.s taken for the eradication of Sheep Scab is that it 
is ii disease in respect of which there is an unfortunate tendency 
to Goneealinent, on the part of many >Stockowners. The Police 
render most admirable service in bringing many cases of the kind 
to light ; hut notwith.stauding their r-aluable assistance it i.s to be 
feared that a certain proportion of outbreaks escape cognizance, 
with the result that the infection i.s disseminated to other places 
when the sheep are moved for sale. 

Constant efforts are made to bring home to owners the I'isk.s 
attaching to attempted concealment of the disease by instituting 
legal proceedings against all discovered as offending in this way; 
but this policy might probably prove much more effective if the 
disposition on the jmrt of Magistrates to treat offences against 
the Sheep Scab Order with a whole.some severity were general. 

The Departmental records show that during 1902 there were 
prosecutions — with conviction.s — for breaches of the Sheep Scab 
Order in 200 cases, and an analysis of the penalties imposed as 
apart from costs shows that seven of the fines were under Is. ; 
sixty-one between" Is. and £s.; fifty-four between 5s. and 10s.; 
thirty-four between 10s. and £1 ; and forty-four £1 and over. 

Looking to the various difficulties with which the work of sup- 
pression of Sheep Scab is beset, there is every reason to welcome 
the movement that has sprung up for securing the compulsory 
dipping of sheep as a means for the prevention of this disease, 
and should Parliament sanction the legislative proposals for both 
Great Britain and Ireland that ha\ o been announced for thi.s 
purpose, a much more encouraging outlook will he presented. 

Apart, however, from any expectation of such a measure, the 
Department have for some time pa.st been endeavouring to foster 
the voluntary adoption on the part of sheep owners of the prac- 
tice of sheep-dip].-)ing. In a leaflet dealing with Sheep Scab 
which has been is.sued by the Department, and widely circulated', 
this course was strongly recommended, and, for the guidance 
of agriculturists, who might not perhaps be familiar with the 
best means of carrying out the process, demonstrations on the 
subject were one of the features included in the work of the 
Agricultural Section of the Department’s Exhibit at the Cork 
Exhibition of 1902. 

Another direction in which the Department during the past 
year endeavoured to help the work of the Local Authorities 
iu combating Sheep Scab has been bj' making enquiries into the 
origin and ramifications of outbreaks. To deal with this aspect 
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of tlie matter from a central office entails a considerable amount 
of correspondence, but it is wmrk wliicli Local Authorities, owinx 
to the fact that movements of sheep are not confined within iiait 
ticular county boundaries, are frequently not in a position oi 
cany out so etfectually ; and were it not for the very great assis- 
tance which the Constabulary atibrd, tlie Department would hav\ 
been unable to carry out this inetbod of investigation to the ext'<nt 
to which it has been done. As a result of the enquirie.s varioa.'i 
centres of disease have been Iwought to light which might have 
otherwise escaped notice, and might consequently have been the 
means of continuing to spread infection. 


The power of causing tlie slaughter of s wi uc on account of Swine- 
Fever i.s conferred on tlie Department hv 
Swine-Fever. specific statutory provisions. The ainomit 
of compensation payable for swine se 
slaughtered and the otlier expen.se.s incurred by the Department 
in carrying out such measures as may seem to them necessarv 
for preventing the spread of Swine-Fever are defrayed out of a 
grant-in-aid annnally voted by Parliament. 

The recorded outbreaks of Swine-Fever .show' a substantial 
decline, the aggregate number for 1902 being, as wdll be .seen 
from the following .statement, not only well under the total for the 
preceding year, but very appreciably less than half of that re- 
corded five years previously : —

i ull particulars both as to the distribution of the disease in 
1902 and the operations of the Inspection Staff in dealing there- 
with will he found in the report of the Chief Inspector of the 
eteimaiy Branch at page 16. In the circumstances it is ouly 
necei^ary hero to refer to. one matter to w,hic]i considerable atten- 
tion has been paid during the year, namely the enforcement of 
the Order, passed at the close of 1901, which, with a view to 
more elfectual precautions against the spread of Swine-Fever, 
requires that_ all swme lairs, as well as all pig dealers’ premks 
on wJiich swune are accommodated, and in addition, all vehicles, 
cia es. &c., u.sed by such dealers for the conveymnee of their swine, 
01 u.se y any persons carrying swine for hire upon highways or 
loroug 1 aies, .sliaJl be regularly cleansed and di.sinfeet8d in the 
modes wdiich the Order prescribes. 

At the request of the_ Department, copies of this Order— the 
title ot whiclus the Swine-Fever (Ireland) Order of 1901— were 
erv6(_ y the I olice on all person.s throughout the country who, 

pig dealers, or carriers of swine, 
weie affected by its provisions. The Police at the same time 
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'• 'eftcd the attention of each recipient to the portion of tho 
nnler to be complied with bj- Imii, and snbsequeuUy for- 
^rardeil to tlie Department lists giving by counties the names 
and addresses of the different lair owners, dealers and carriers 
thus concerned. After an interval, a circular was sent from the 
Department to the Local Authorities enclosing copies of the li.sts 
above referred to, and asking that tho Inspectors appointed hy 
those Local Authorities under me Diseases of Animals Acts 
mieht be instructed to report as to tlie manner in which the per- 
sons in their respective districts whose names appeared in the 
lists ill question were continuing to comply with the require- 
iiients of the Urder. Full reports on tlie subject are not yet to 
hand, but so far as received, they indicate in general that a 
fairlv satisfactory standard of ob.servauce of the provisions of 
the Order is being reached. Whore the contrary is the case, 
legal proceedings for the enforcement of the Order can, if neces- 
«arv be resorted to, and some prosecutions for this purpose have 
alrradv taken place. 

It is gratifying to note tliat some of the Local Authorities 
liave taken up the administration of this Order in a very 
thorough way, conspicuous among these being the Local Autho- 
rities of the County Boroughs of Dublin, Belfast, and Cork. 


Considering the extent to which liorses have in recent years 
been imported into Ireland from Great 
Glanders. Britain — in which country over 1,001) 

outbreaks of Glanders have occurred 
annually during the past three years — it may, on the whole, be 
(leenied'a matter for congratulation that the disease is still kept 
so well within bounds in this Island. The record of ten out- 
breaks for last year in the total stock of over 850,000 horses, 
asses, and mules in Ireland is certainly a moderate one, and 
though it is to be regretted that it should represent an increase 
nn the total for 1901 it has, as will be seen from the following 
table, been more than oiu.'e equalled during the past ten years ; —

A very .seriou.s fjlander,s outbreak in 1902 occurred among 
.some surplus army remount horses wbioh bad been bought in 
America for transit to South Africa, but not being required there, 
owing to the cessation of liostilities, they were brouglit^ to the 
Uniteil Kingdom. Some were landed in Great Britain, a.ml 
others, numbering over 50t), were Virouglit to Ireland ami placerl on 
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..-razinf lands in different parts of the country. The intention 
had be^n to dispose of a proportion of ihe.se by sale, hut when the 
Army Authorities found that Glanders had appeared among them 
they at once .slaughtered all animals considered di.seased, and 
am-eed, on the representations of the _ Departnient, to absorb 
tile remaining horse.s of the consignment into military units where 
they would continue to be under tlie care and observation of the 
Army Veterinary Officers. It i.s known, furthermore, that since 
such absorption took place, arrangements have been in progress 
for eliminating all po.ssibly infected animals by the u.se of the 
Mallein teat and the slaughter of such horses as definitely re-act 
thereto. The prompt and comprehensive measures adopted by 
the Military Authorities with the view of guarding against the 
extension of the disease greatly_ diminished the anxiety with 
which the outbreak must otherwise have been regarded. 

Para-sitic Mange was not brought under the operation of the 
Diseases of Animals Acte until August, 
Parasitic Mange. 1<S99. So far as the distribution of the 
disease is concerned, it was le.ss prevalent 
ill Munster and Leinster in 1902 than in the previous year, but 
was somewhat more prevalent in Ulster and Connaught. For 
the country at large, however, the recorded outbreaks show a 
decrease of 13 in 1902 a.s compared with 1901, the figures for 
the last three complete years are : —

Parasitic Mange i.s, like Shoep-Scah, a disease in respect of 
which there is frequently a tendency on the part of owners of 
affected animals to fail to notify the occiuTence of the outbreaks, 
and during 1902 it was necessary to institute prosecutions in 
fifty-two instances for offences of this kind. Of the fines in- 
tiicted in connection with these prosecutions twenty-two varied 
from Is. to 5s. ; eight, from as. to lO.s'. ; twelve, from 10s. to £1 ; 
and ten, £1 or o^e^•. It is very rarely indeed that auy 
penalty approaching the maximum specified in the Disea.ses 
of Animals Act, 1S94, is imposed; and in sucli cirenm, stances it is 
not surprising that a certain uumber of persons are inclined to 
run the risks attaching to failure to report the existence of the 
disease, in the hope of escaping the inconvenience that might 
result from having i'e.stiictions imposed on the movement of 
their horses if the outbreak wmre notified. 

The history of some of the outbreaks shows that post-horses, 
travelling as they do to different towns, and being often put 
up for the night at stables which may immediately after- 
wards be occupied by horses from other localities, are a fre- 
quent .source of the spread of infection. Attempited concealment 
of the malady in a case of this kind is, therefore, a specially 
serious matter, hut one which is by no means unusual. 
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Another way in which Par-asitic Mange has from time to 
time been spread is through the ' medium of circus horses, 
Where the disease appears iu an animal belonging to an 
'tinerant show of this character there is a strong temptation to 
conceal the fact, and the Department have arranged with the 
Constabulary Authorities that the whereabouts of all such travel- 
Hncr .shows shall ho periodically reported, so that the animals 
can be subjected to recurrent veterinary inspection as suitable 
opportunity ofiers. 

No outbreak of Anthrax wa,s recorded 
Anthrax. in 1902, while for four years previously 

only two outbreaks a, year came under 

notice. 

There is good ground for hoping that Rabies has been 
eradicated from Ireland, no, outbreak of 
Babies. that disea.se having been confirmed .since 

April, 1901. 

An attitude of vigilance in regard to the disease is, however, 
felt to be still advisable, especially as it has been shown by 
the experience in Great Britain that some fresh case.s of Rabies 
occurred a very considerable time after the suppression of the 
disease in that country was reasonably regarded as an accom- 
plished fact. Arrangements, therefore, continue in force in Ireland 
for careful inquiry into any alleged cases of Rabies, a,nd for the 
customary inoculative test in all instance,s in which it is thought 
that such test is advisable. Experimental investigations of the 
kind referred to were carried out in seventeen instances during 
1902, but the results proved altogether negative. 

Immunity from the disease having, as it is hoped, been now 
attained so far as Ireland is concerned, it has been deemed 
desirable to strengthen the safeguards against a pij.ssible re- 
introduction of the malady through the medium of dogs imported 
fi-om foreign countries in. many of which Rabies is very prevalent. 
Regulations in respect of such dog.s have been in force for some 
years, both in Great Britain and in Ireland ; but these regula- 
tions have now been made more stringent. Under the revised 
British regulations .such dogs, if permitted to he landed, must be 
detained in quarantine for a period of six months on approved 
premises in the occupation of a Veterinary Surgeon. The Irish 
regulations prohibit any direct landing in this country of a dog^ 
from outside Great Britain, the Channel Islands, or the Isle of 
Man. The practical effect of these regulations — the Order 
embodying which is entitled the Importation of Dogs (Ireland^ 
Order of 1902 — is that any person wishing to bring a dog into 
Ireland from a foreign country can do so only through Great 
Britain. If permission for the landing of the dog in that country 
he granted by the Board of Agriculture for Great Britain, and 
the animal undergoes the quarantine prescribed by that Board’s 
regulations, it can, at the conclu.sion of such quarantine period, 
be moved to Ireland, 
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i:4.) TRANSIT OF ANIMALS AND THE EXPORTS 
AND IMPORTS OF ANIMALS. 

So fill' as sea transit is eoncerned, tlio year 1902 lias the dis- 
tinction of showing the highest total shipment of animals from 
Ireland to Great Britain of any year for the pa.st quarter of a 
eenturr. Tho special hriskue.ss of the demand for Cattle has been 
roaponsilile for this increase, for although Sheep and Swine were 
also exported in very large numbers, the totals in these two 
classes have, on .some previou.s occasions, been exceeded.

These animals, before being .shippeil, were all_ examined by 
Veterinary Inspectors of the Department stationed at the 
exporting ports. A certificate from such an Inspector that the 
animals are healthy and an exportation licence are necessaiy in 
each case before they can be embarked. Apart from its direct 
object this system of inspection is of much value as helping to 
secure that the transit of the animals shall be humanely conducted. 
The existence of professional supervi.sion at the Irish ports, and 
the power which the Inspectors possess of deferring inspection 
should they consider that an animal from being _ heated, dirty, 
overdriven, or any other cause, is in an nntlt coiiditiop to be ex- 
amined, are factor.s which materially tend to diminish ill-usage 
of the animals brought for shipment. 

In addition to the Veterinary Inspectors, the Department have 
also at the different Iri.sh Ports a staff of Ship Inspectors, 46 in 
number, who attend at the vessels to prevent mal- treatment of 
the animals while being .shipped. These officers also visit the 
interior of each vessel when the endoarkation of the stock ha.s 
been completed, to see tliat the provisions of the Transit Order 
as to penning, tying, light, ventilation, and other requirements 
for securuig .satisfactory conditions of transit are duly attended 
to. They also examine the vessels on return from the British 
Ports to ascertain whether the requirements as to cleansing and 
di.sinfection are properly carried out. 

By these means, and with the aid of the Department’s Travel- 
ling Inspection Staff (particulars as to whose operations during 
the year will be found at page 28 in the special report of the 
Superintending Travelling Inspector), and also of the Police, who 
attend at the loading places at Railway Stations on the occasion 
of Fairs, a salutary supervision over the treatment of animals, 
not only in course of inland transit, but also in connection 
with their sea transit, is maintained. 

Few complaints as to improper treatment of animals during 
transit reach the Department. Such complaints as are from time 
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f time received are mainly in respect of undue delay in rail 
Tausit and. while such delay.s are to he regretted, investigation 
'ns in the majority of instances, shown that the delay has arisen 
friMii .sonic cause that could not readily have been foreseen or 

avoided. 

The import ti-nffic in live stock from Great Britain is very 
email in comparison with the export traffic to that country, 
^le numbers of the Cattle, Sheep and Swine imported during 
1002, were as follow.s ; —

Ihider the provisions of the Importation of Animals (Ireland) 
Order, which was pas,sed with the object of guarding against the 
introduction of disease, no animal of any of the three classes above- 
mentioned can he landed in Ireland without the consent of the 
Department. Before such consent is given queries respecting 
the previous history of the animals have to be fully an.swered, 
and certificates and declarations, varying according to the circum- 
stances of the case, have to he furnished. If these are, found 
satisfactory, the permit is then granted subject to such con- 
■litions as may be therein prescribed, one of which is that the 
animals shall be found free from disea, se on examination by a 
Depai’tmental Veterinary Inspector before disembarkation. These 
regulations are to some extent modified in the case of sheep 
coming from Scotland and shipped at a Scottish Port or at 
Silloth. Such sheep are allowed to be imported into Ireland 
without any previous application to the Department, provided they 
are accompanied by a veterinary certificate, and a declaration 
that they have not, in the preceding three months, been in con- 
tact with any diseased or su,speoted animals, and subject also to 
the usual inspection by a Departmental Veterinary Inspector 
prior to landing in Ireland. 

If, however, the position as regards disease in Great Britain 
becomes unfavourable at any period, the usual procedure is 
immediately to increase the stringency of those regulations, or 
even to prohibit importations until it is considoi'ed that the admis- 
sion of animals can be again allowed without undue risk. 

Full .statistical particulars as to both exports and imports in 
connection with the Iri.sh live .stock traffic are given in the tables 
at pages 60 to 83.

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REPORT OF THE QHtEF INSPECTOR, VETERINARY 
BRANCH. 


During the year 1902, the work connected with the sappres- 
sion of Swine Fever was attended with 
Swine Fever. undoubted success. In my Report for 
the year 1901, the opinion was expressed 
that the efforts of the Branch would be followed by more than 
usually favourable results, and this forecast has been realised. 

The accompanying Diagram, covering the past seven years, h 
interesting. It will be observed that it 
Statistics. dates back to the year 1896, and that each 
yearly column is divided into four spaces 
1 -epre.senting the quarters of the year. The numerical height of 
the column represents approximately, within a limit of five, the 
total number of outbreaks of the disease -which were confirmed 
during each rpiarter. As an example, it will he seen that during 
the first quarter of the year 1902 there occurred between 40 and 
4-5 outbreaks (actual number 43) ; during the .second quarter, 
between 45 and 50 (49) ; third quarter, between 55 and 60 {56); 
and fourth quarter between 15 and 20 (IS). The total actual 
number of outbreaks during the year was 166. The following 
Table shows the figures for the years 1890 to 1902 : —

It will he seen that there has been a total decrease of 51 
in the number of outbreaks over the whole of Ireland for 1902, 
as compared -with the preceding year. 
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In examining this matter further it will be seen by the table 
hereunder that the gi-eater part of the decrease has been in the 
province of Leinster. In that province there were 117 outbreaks 
in 1901, and only 84 this year, a decrease of 33. There has also 
been a decrea.se in Munster and Connaught; but as regards 
Ulster, an increase is observable, a large proportion of which i.s 
attributable to the Borough of Belfa.st.

The outbreaks during the course of the year have varied 
from 29 during the month of August to 6 in November. This 
variation is well illustrated by the diagram already alluded to, 
a reference to which will show that the lowest statistical point 
has always been reached during the first and fourth quarters; 
the other C[uarters — those ending 30th June and 30th Septem- 
ber — showing the highest. This naturally calls for some ex- 
planation, and the following observations may help to elucidate 
the matter: — Owners are not in the habit of keeping so many 
swine during the winter and early sporing as in the summer and 
autumu months, it not being found so profitable, and the more 
inclement seasons of the year are apt to be marked by the pre- 
sence of many ailments among the .swine other than swine fever. 
Again, the rearing and housing of swine are much more difficult 
during the colder weather, while in the summer they can be 
allowed to remain in the fields, stack-yards, &c. So that the ex- 
perience of the average swinekeepor is such as to tend to deter 
him from venturing on a too extended scale of swine rearing 
until milder weather prevails. Besides, coming on to the Christ- 
mas market a good many of the swine are fattened and disposed 
of for slaughter ; and with the decrease in the number of swine 
kept, there is naturally a decrease in the movements from place 
to place, and a falling off in the numbers poresented at the various 
store-swine markets throughout the country. Furthermore, as 
the imposition of I’estrietions, entailing a check .on tlp,e movements 
of swine, results in a diminution in the number of outbreaks, so 
also during months when the weather is inclement and move- 
ments arc minimised, a decrease in the spread of disease is 
secured. This is borne out by the statistics. 

The decrease in the number of outbreaks is accompoanied by a 
decrease in the total amount of compen- 
Expenditure. sation paid, after deducting salvage, of 
about £700 (for the 12 months ended 
dlst October). _The actual figures for some years past are : —

This increase of average compensation per oiithreak may be 
explained by tbe fact that with the advantage of previous years 
experience, and the assistance of an augmented staff of Veterinary 
Inspectors, it has been possible to carry out more minute and 
searching inquiries, and over greater areas than heretofore the 
outcome of which was the inclusion of a larger number m herds 
directly or indirectly connected with the particular outbreaks ; 
and, as the facts concerning these herds became known, it was 
felt advisable in very many cases to cause their slaughter. 

Experience has demonstrated that an exceedingly long penod 
may elapse when dealing with the less virulent form of the dis- 
ease before it manifests clinical symptoms ; and the imposition 
of restrictions for short periods has proved to be worthless, as it 
admits of swine actually, but not noticeably, affected, which had 
been subjected to a short period of restriction, passing on to the 
markets and originating fresh centres of infection. 

Cleansing and disinfection are processes connected with the 
suppression of any disease that is due to 
Cleansing and a contagious organism which cannot be 
Disinfection. neglecteff ; and it is scarcely necessary to 
mention that very considerable care has 
been paid to them in this country when dealing with the disease 

now imder consideration. • i, • l i 

Places where swine are kept vary very materially m character, 
both as regards position, suitability, impermeability of floors, &c. 
Prom the sty constructed of pieces of timber of various kmds, 
sometimes old boxes, parts of brokeu barrels, and such odds and 
ends, to the more elaborate building with concrete stone oi 
brick walls, and slate roof, is a wide range; but all degrees in 
the scale of piggeries came under the _ scope of the Inspectors 
operations. Where an earthen floor existed it was diig out to a 
depth of at least half a foot, and the super-saturated sod removed 
end replaced by fresh, uneontaminated material. Where the 
flooring consisted of cobbles set in clay, it was rooted up, cleansed 
and disinfected, and then relaid in fresh setting. Where wood- 
work formed the floor, and where such was not firm, it was 
raised, scraped, and thoroughly waslied, and the contaminated 
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under surface removed as before. Useless woodwork forming anr 
part of the sty was usually burned ; but when .sound and service- 
able, it was generally thoroughly coated with undiluted disin- 
fectant. In all cases where the floors were sound and imper- 
meable, and the walls formed of brick or stone or other similar 
material, scraping, and scouring were carried out, and a diluted 
disinfectant then applied. Manure was disinfected and effectually 
removed from contact with swine. 

_ This work occupied a considerable amount of time and atten- 
tion. In country districts it has been carried out by laboumii 
employed under the supervision of the Royal Irish Constabulary ; 
and in the Cities of Dublin and Belfast special gangs of men 
under a Superintendent have been engaged to deal with it. 


The total number of post-mortem examinations of swine made 
during the year amounted to 5,122, of 
Post-mortem which 2,805 were made at the Depart- 
Examinations. mental Laboratory and elsewhere in 
Dublin, and the remainder were made 
locally by Inspectors stationed in country districts. 

During the year 1902 the total number of swine .slaughtered 
was 3,365. These figures include 724 

Swine Slaughtered, which were found on post-mortem exami- 
nation to be affected with the disease; 
2,437 which were slaughtered as “ in contact,” and 204 suspected, 
or test cases, which proved free from disease. 

Since measures were first taken to eradicate Swine Fever in 
Ireland rt has been the custom, in every irrstance, to carry out a 
post -1 nortem examirratiou of all swine slaughtered. This pro- 
cedrrre added much to the available stock of information in con- 
nection nith the ramifications of the disease, and thus contributed 
mrgely to the success which has attended the efforts in dealii^ 
uitlr It. It IS well known that pitting in the bowels of a pig is 
1 ^ recovered or a recovering case of Swine Fever, 

and, by the identification of such cases and by the tracing of their 
prevnous hiirtoiy, herds have been brought into connection with 
on reaks which might otherwise have passed unsuspected. 1 
nave already referred to this matter as one of the coiitributory 
causes tvhich teirded to produce such a high average compensa- 
tion per outbreak druiiig the period under notice. 

° eoiiceniing which the least suspicion existed was 
a on ec to escape the test of an experimental slaughter in order 
to demonstrate as conclusively as possible its freedom from 
di,sease. lire policy has been throughout that it was more 
slaughter one too many than to allow one to escape 
and thus remain a possible source of future infection.

w. It has been possible to trace the ownership in many cases, 
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lut not to such an extent as might be desired. As the post- 
Mortem examination of these carcases indicated the presence of 
Swine Fever in only nine instances the question of ownership 
was not a. matter of much consequence in the majority of the 
cases, except as showing that there is a certain class of persons 
who resort to this method of getting rid of dead swine rather than 
to the legitimate one of reporting the swine in the regular way, and 
who thus fail to assist the Department in the endeavour to stamp 
out this insidious disease. Thi s practice, ho wever, has not always 
been carried on with impunity, as, in nearly all the cases when 
the disease w'as found to exist, the ownership was traced, and 
proceedings were instituted for failure to comply with the Order 
when the evidence was considered sufiScient to justify the adop- 
tion of this course. 

Of the 90 carcases found on the sea coast, 10 were those of 
swine. In 5 instances the post-morU'm 
Carcases washed examination could not he carried out 

Ashore. Irecause decomposition was too far ad- 

vanced. In the remaining five cases the 
lesions of Swine Fever were not revealed. The majority of these 
swdne appeared to have been thi'own off the land, probably to save 
the trouble or cost of ordinary burial. 

Probably one of the most important duties, and the most far- 
reaching in its efi'ects, performed in con- 
House-to-House nection with the eradication of the 
Inspections. disease, is the House-to-House Inspection 
of Swine carried out systematically in 
various parts of Ireland by the Departmental Veterinary In- 
spectors in all kinds of weather and over all kinds of country, 
mountain, and bog, and under many difficulties of transit and 
accommodation. Each member of the Professional Staff so em- 
ployed was accompanied in the course of his duty by a member 
of the Royal Irish Constabulary to assist as guide to the locality 
and to interpret the language in Celtic-.speaking districts.^ This 
duty is set forth in the subjoined Table, which gives particulars 
as well as results of the various inspections.

the various swine-keepers in that city and immediate environs. 

During 1002 similar duties to those of previous years have 
been carried out in connection with Belfast Market, with equally 
sati.sfaetoiy re.siilt.s. 

Particulars were obtained as to the several entries of swine 
at the various Shows held throughout the 
Shows. country'-, as well as in the Cities of 

Dublin and Belfast ; and, as in previous 
years, an insjieetiuii was made at tlieir homestearls of all such 
svdiie, as well as all iu contact therewith, by Departmental 
Veterinary Inspectors; furthermore, a vi.sit was paid to the Show 
itself, and a second inspection made. It is .satisfactory to have 
■to record that no ease of disease was reported during the y'ear 
in connection with any of these Show's, and no outbreak has 
occurred that might be traceable to them, directly or indirectly. 

The total number of .shows recorded W'as 22; swine were 
brought thereto for exhibition from 194 herds; the total number 
of swine in such herds being 2,404 ; and tire total number exhi- 
bited was 684. 


Apart altogether from the consideration of outbreaks of Swine 
Fever, there are other diseases and ail-

There have not been so many cases 
of deaths amongst swine due to erroneous feeding, and the con- 
ditions under which swine have been housed and tended have 
shown improvement. The result has been evidenced in the 
decrease of cases presented at the Veterinary Laboratory foi 
post-nwiiem examination. _ , i 

During the year it was recorded by the Agricultural Keturna 
that the total number of swine kept in Ireland has increased, 
audit might have been anticipated that there would have been 
a corresponding increase in the number of reports to he dealt 
with. Such, however, has not proved to he the case ; and it inay 
with satisfaction be recorded that the prospect of the eradica- 
tion of Swiue Fever from the herds in Ireland^ seems to he 
nearer realisation now than at any previous period since the 
inception of the action taken to suppre.ss it. 

Before concluding this portion of my Report, I wish to express 
my acknowledgment of the .sati.sfaotory manner in wkich tM 
A'eterinary Inspectors composing the various Special Stafts 
engaged in House-to-House Inspection work carried out the 
heavy duties imposed upon them in the progress of the vMious 
inspections. They were ably assisted by members of the Royal 
h'ish Constabulary in supplying necessary preliminary icems or 
information, indicating the situations of swine-keepers premises 
and the most expeditious means of approach to same, and at times 
acting as interpreters in places where Irish was spoken. 

While a very large amount of duty, as previously detailed, has 
been performed by the Vetei'ina,ry In- 
Other Diseases. specters engaged in connection with the 
operations for the suppression of Swine 
Fever, on which they were necessarily niamly employed,^ yet tnat 
by no means repre.sents the whole of their work. Many inquiries 
have been undertaken as circum.stanees admitted with reference 
to such matters as outbreaks of Glanders, Pai’asitio Mange, Sheep 
Scab; chiefly in co-operation with the Local Authoritie,s, who 
are primarily charged with the duty of dealing with these 
diseases. 

In reference to the disease of Glanders, it is v'orth recording 
that when the recent South African Avar 
Glanders. began Ireland was one of the countries 

which was depleted of horses .suitable for 
Various military purposes. A higher sum of money was sard to 
be paid than is usually obtainable by sales at Fairs, and conse- 
quently owners of Horses sold every animal that they thouglit 
they could possibly do without. Then, as time passed on, anc 
farm work, fcc., had to be done, it became necessary to obtain 
other horses to fill their places ; and, as in all commercial con- 
ditions, where there is a demand a snpplyis generally fortneommo , 
and horses of an exceedingly inferior type, and in many instances 
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in various stages of tlecrepitnde, were obtained from Glasgow, 
Aiancbestcr, Liverpool, and even as far as London. Many oi 
these were sold, especially in the North of Ireland, and in tte 
wake of these importations outbreaks of Glanders followed. 

During the year ten outbreaks occurred, chiefly in Ulster. la 
most cases they were traceable to the purchases referred to. One 
of the most serious outbreaks of the year took place in the City 
of Belfast in a very large stud, and fifteen animals were 
slaughtered as sufiering from the disease. All the remainder 
were tested with Mallein, some as many as two, three, and four 
times; in fact the re-testing was continued until the patient 
entirely ceased to respond ; then a long period (six months) was 
allowed to elapse, and all the re-actors were re-tested. None of 
these responded. Special attention is still being paid to this 
stud, as the matter is one of material importance, having a 
definite bearing on the eradication of Glanders. | 

It is satisfactory to find that the experience gained in this i 
country in connection with the Mallein Test corresponds almost j 
entirely with that which has lately been recorded by the Com- | 
mittee that sat in London to investigate matters connected with | 
Glanders, including the use of Mallein, and which issued its | 
Report on the 16th December, 1902. | 

In all cases where Glanders occurred in any part of the j 
country, testing by MaUein was resorted to in respect of all in- i 
contact horses with the consent of the owners ; and if an animd i 
responded which could not be satisfactorily placed under ^the 
supervision of a Teterinary Surgeon, it was slaughtered. The 
post-rmrtem examination made in all instances confirmed the 
presence of Glanders lesions, chiefly in the lungs. 

In addition to the large outbreak in Belfast another important 
one occurred among Army Remount Horses brought from 
America, and not sent on to South Africa owing to the cessation 
of hostilities, Of these, 500 were brought over to Ireland, and 
out of that number fourteen were slaughtered up to the end ot 
the year. 

With the view of assisting the Local Authorities in their work

Parasitic Mange. the Department’s Veterinary Inspectors 
examined a considerable number of horses ^ 
cotiiieeted with different outbreaks. Arrangements were abo 
made for a quarterly inspection in the districts in _ ■ffkicn 
they might be stationed, of all horses engaged with itineran 
showis, such as travelling circuses, swing boats, shooting 
licensed hawkers, and performing rfoupes of all kinds, with the 
result that some cases of Parasitic Mange have been detecte , 
and on the winter disperaal of the horse.s attached to any of these 
companies in connection with which a case occurred, the where- 
abouts and movements of all have been traced, and thorough m 
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.neetion made, witli the result that any extension of the outbreak 
was discovered and cliecked. 


Asah'eady stated, the suppression of Sheep Scab reste chiefly 
in the hands of the Local Authorities. 

Sheep Scab, The Veteiinavy Inspectors of the Depart- 
ment have, however, given a certain 
amount of attention to the disease in various places when the 
circumstances .seemed specially to require action on their part 
such as in the case of the detection_ of an affected sheep at a 
market or fair. In such cases an inspection of the flock iioin 
which the sheep came was ca.rried oat. Tins inspection includec 
sometimes only^ a small number of animals, hut on other occasions 
so many sheep were involved that the services 
specters had to he requisitioned in order to accomplish the du y.

During the year 1902 the Staff of Travelling Inspectors de- 
voted much time and attention to the subject of the transit of 
animals by land and water-. 

The increased activity in the cattle trade of the country 
during the year demanded of the Inspec- 
Increased Cattle Trade, tors almost constant attendance at fairs, 
railway stations, and places of ship- 
ment. 

A fah-ly accurate indication of this activity in the live stock 
trade during the latter half of 1902, as compared with the same 
period of the prrevious year, is given by the subjoined particulars 
of the sales at the Ballinasloe Fairs, held in the first week of

The ]irices at the fair m If) 02 for first-class cattle are stated 
to have advanced about 80s. per head, and for first-class sheep 
about 2s. Qd. per head approximately, as coinjpared with 1901. 

There are at present in Ireland 21 railway compoanies and 2 
steam tramway companies owning and working lines on whicli 
animals are conveyed. Returns as to the carriage of live stock on 
these different lines — wliich have been kindly furnished by the 
companies — show that during the year 1902 there was an in- 
crease of 426,133 in cattle, 187,045 in sheep, and 67,046 in swine 
earned over the lines, as compared- with the numbers of these 
animals so conveyed in the previous year. 

of feeding for live stock in Great Britain in 
1901 had resulted in a large nuinhov of animals being left unsold 
m Ireland during that year. In the latter half of 1902, however, 
le eeding in Great Britain w’as almnclant, and a great demaiid 
arose in Ireland for live stork for exportation. The increase in 
cattle trade during the year may in a largo measure be 
attributed to these circumstances. 

There was a decrease of 11,595 in the number of horses carried 
oyei the railways iu 1902, as compared with the number for the 
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rear 1901 This decrease was, to a certain extent, probably due 
to the fact that fewer horses were purchased in Ireland foi mili- 
tary purposes during 1902. 

It is to be regretted that so many fairs in Ireland are still 
held in the public streets of towns and 
Fairs in Streets. in other places which are devoid of ac- 
commodation for penning and properly 
e^ibitincT the live stock, and are at the same time eminently 
calculated to give rise to ill-usage of the animals exposed 
thereat.

\ eterinary inspections under such circumstances no doubt 
enable animals oftentimes to he shipped so as to arrive at

SWINE FEYER. 

Inspection of Swine at Fairs and Markets. 

I am directed by tbe Department of Technical Instruction for Ireland 
to request that you will call the attention of your Local Authority, or their 
Exe^tive Committee, to the desirability of providing for the maintenance 
by the Local Authority’s Inspectors under the Diseas^ of Animals A*, 
of effective supervision over Swine exposed at Fairs, Markets, or Public 
Sales within their respective districts. ,a ■ t u 4 . • 

Arrangements of the kind thus suggested would, it is felt, materially 
help forward the operations that are being conducted against Swine Fever. 
The establishment of such a system of inspection might reasonably be 
oxpoctod to act as a dotorront against ttio movsmont of diseased swine lo 
Fairs Markets, &c. ; and it will readily be understood how desirable it is 
that a precautionary check of this character should be in force when it is 
mentioned that a large number of the actual Swine Fever outbreaks that 
have come under notice have been traced to swine exposed at public mar- 
kets. The measures otherwise in progress for dealing with the disease 
have already had encouraging results in substantially reducing the number 
of outbreaks generally ; and it is hoped that the Local Authority will noE 
b“ so good as to co-operate by arranging for the inspections herein recom- 
mended so that no efiort may be lacking towards attaining as speedily as 
may be practicable the desired eradication of Swine Fever from this 

Under Article 16 of the Swine Fever (Ireland) Order of 1900, Local 
Authorities have the power to regulate the entrance of pigs to a Fair, 
Market or Sale, and where circumstances admit it would be an advantage 
if these powers were exercised. The inspection of the pigs could then be 
made at the entrance, and before admission to the intended place of expo- 
sure for sale ; and, in the event of a pig being found by the Inspector to 
show any symptoms of disease, it should be excluded from the Fair, 
Market, or Sale, and be forthwith dealt with as directed in Article 17 of 
the said Order. 

Swine Fever (Ireland) Order of 1901. 

I am further to ask you to be so good as to draw the special attention of 
your Local Authority to the provisions of the Swine Fever (Ireland) Order 
of 1901, which comes into force on the 27th instant, and copies of which 
have recently been transmitted to the Local Authority for publication. 

The Order aims at securing, by general regulations applicable to the 
whole country, that Lairs used for the temporary detention of swine prior 
or subsequent to the exposui-e of the animals for sale, and also pig dealere’ 
premises, shall be regularly cleansed and disinfected ; the former after 
each occasion of use, and the latter once at least in every seven days, if 
used for swine during that period. Any regulations which Local Autho- 
rities may have previously made for these purposes will oease to operate 
from the date on which the Order comes into force. Provisions as to cleans- 
ing and disinfection are also under the Order applied to vans, carts, crates, 
&c., and other appliances used by a pig dealer in connexion with his trade, 
or used by any person in connexion with the carriage of swine for hire on a 
highway or thoroughfare. 
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TV Department hope that if the requirements of this Order are strictly 
f by Ix)cal Authorities the dangers of the spread of Swine Fever by 
juior^f aggregation of swine in Lairs and on the premises of pig 
may be materially reduced, and they trust, therefore, that your 
t!^ 1 Authority wiU take the necessary steps to ensure the efficient carry- 
i^out of the provisions of the Order.

I am directed by the Department of Agriculture and Technical In- 
struction for Ireland to advert to the Order made by this Department 
under the Diseases of Animals Acts towards the close of last year, and 
entitled the Swine Fever (Ireland) Order of 1901, which, with a view to 
more effectually guard against the danger of the spread of Swine Fever, 
contained provisions requiring the regular cleansing and disinfection of : — 

(o) Swine Lairs ; 

(6) Premises used by pig dealers in connexion with their trade or 
business of swine dealing ; and 

(c) Vehicles, orates, &c., used in connexion with the carriage of swine 
on highways or thoroughfares, either by pig dealers or persons 
who carry swine for hire. 

With reference thereto I am now to transmit, in addition to some fur- 
iher copies of the Order referred to, lists (in duplicate) prepared from 
particulars furnished by the police giving the names and addresses of 
persons residing within your county who are affected by one or other of 
the provisions alluded to at (a), (b), and (c) above. 

It will be seen from the lists in question that each of these persons has 
been served with a copy of the Order, and has had his attention directed 
to the requirements affecting him, and I am to suggest that it would be 
well if your County Council or their Executive Committee, being respon- 
sible as local authority for the execution of the Order, would now take 
steps to obtain from each of their Inspectors under the Diseases of Animals 
Acts, a detailed report, as regards the Inspector’s own district, respecting 
the manner in which the aforesaid requirements are being attended to by 
the several persons concerned who reside within his district.

Eeprcsentations have been made to this Department that, in conn^ion 
■with the conveyance of dogs by railway in Ireland, there is, not infre- 
quently a lack of attention to the cleansing and disinfection of the places 
at StatioDS, and in railway carriages and vans, that are used for such 
animals before, after, or during transit ; and there is reason to fear that 
the non-observance of these precautions may at times result in the spread 
of distemper or other contagious canine diseases. 

It is thought well, therefore, to bring the matter under the notice of your 
Company in the liope that they will issue such instructions to their em- 
ployes as may he deemed necessary for the correction of any existing evils 
of the kind thus indicated. 

Another point to which it is thought desirable at the same time to 
allude is the nature of the accommodation for dealing with the transit of 
do"s bv rail. There can he little doubt that such accommodation has, in 
many "instances, been of an inadequate and unsuitable character ; and 
while the Department are glad to note, from an official report on the sub- 
jcct, that an improved standard has been attained on different lines in 
recent years, they trust that the matter will continue to receive the atten- 
tion of your Company, so that causes of complaint as to dogs being sub- 
jected to unnecessary suffering by being placed in ill-lighted and badly- 
ventilated kennels or boxes, whether at tho_ Railway Stations, or in tbs 
vehicles in which they are carried during their actual transit by rail, may 
in future be obviated.
